Bureau and 
have the 
hearty co-operation of the businessmen 
of tow n,the assurance of an exception­ 
ally fine course of attractions for the 
ten day chautauqua, and all the 
pre­ 
lim inary details arranged 
for one of 
the best and biggest 
things G ettys­ 
burg has ever bad. 
The project hasbeen under consider­ 
ation for several m onths and the news­ 
papers of town acceded 
to a request 
th at nothing should he made public 
u ntil all details were provided for a id 
the chautauqua assured, provided the 
proper co-operation 
were given. 
It 
was deemed better to make nu announ­ 
cem ent u n til 
things 
were in shape 
'th an to arouse interest and then have 
the scheme fall through 
The chautauqua w ill he conducted 
along m uch'the same line as other in 
stitutes of the same character through 
out the country. 
At the present tim e 
Pennsylvania has three summer chau­ 
tauqua*, none of which is readily a c ­ 
cessible to Gettysburg and it is believ­ 
ed th at the people of this section w ill 
welcome gladly the innovation. 
Itjis proposed to boid the sessions in 
a huge tent, the site for which bas not 
been definitely 
determ ined upon but 
possibly may tie at the southern edge 
of town. 
.Should the affair prove a 
financial success the possibilities are 
lim itless. 
A building to 
bouse the 
chautauqua would be a probability 
and 
incidentally 
would 
be large 
enough to house any convention which 
m ight come bere, thus filling a need 
which has long 
been keenly felt in 
G ettysburg when the proposition of en­ 
tertain in g a convention of any propor­ 
tions has been in view. 
The G ettysburg chautauqua would 
differ from those conducted elsewhere 
in one respect and th at is m adeadvis 
able from the nature of the place. 
Instead of the usual m orning 
indoor 
aion* trips over tbs 
battlefield w ill 
be given, lectures being delivered by 
C aptain Jam es T. Ixmg and George L. 
Reifier, both of whom have consented 
to have, their services available for the 
ten days* period. 
It is w ell known 
th at hundreds of 
G ettysburg 
and 
Adams County people together w ith 
those from surrounding counties have 
never been over the battlefield w ith mn 
intellig en t guide and would 
be anx­ 
ious to grasp this opportunity to learn 
the real story of tb s h itter ic field. 
The trip over the field w ill cost 
the 
holders of course tickets nothing w hat­ 
ever exoept a fee for a seat in the 
autom obiles which w ill be here for the 
period. 
The afternoon and evening sessions 
w ill consist of programs made up of 
lectures and m usical entertainm ents of 
tb s very 
highest order obtainable. 
Efforts are now being put forth to se­ 
cure several of the foremost orators of 
the country and the people of town 
and county w ill be afforded advan­ 
tages such as they have never a n tic i­ 
pated. In order to provide transporta­ 
tion for the large num ber of people of 
the county who are expected to attend 
the chautauqua it is proposed to get 
special"trains^on the railroads m itering 
G ettysburg to return after the evening 
■lions. 
As stated above, the businessmen of 
town are in hearty co-operation w ith 
the plan and have contented 
to a r­ 
range to give holders of tickets special 
prices during the ten 
days’ chautau­ 
qua. 
On all sides people have 
w el­ 
comed the suggestion and have assured 
th eir hearty assistance to those wh o 
have sc earnestly labored for the event. 
The chautauqua would 
be of 
in ­ 
estim able benefit intellectually to all 
the people of the town, 
county and 
neighboring sections who, it is believ­ 
ed. w ill be quick to avail themselves

Attorney Declares Baltim ore A Ohio 


Grants Cement Company Controlled 


by Steel Trust Lower Rates Than 


Its Competitor — 160 Railroads De­ 


fendants. 


New York, May 9.—T he interstate 
cam m erce commission took testim ony 
tn a com plaint of the A lpha Portland 
C em ent company, of Manheim, W est 
Virginia, against the Baltim ore & Ohio 
Railroad 
company, charging Height 
rate discrim ination in lavor of the 
Universitl Portland C em ent company, 
a subsidiary of th e United S tates Steel 
corporation. 
T he steel corporation and about 160 
railroads, other than the Baltim ore & 
Ohio, are made defendants, and the 
Alpha com pany seeks to show that 
the railroads are a p art of a com­ 
bination of which the steel corporation 
is the head. 
Louis H. Parker, who with Archibald 
Cox represents the com plainant, of­ 
fered evidence to show th a t the Bal­ 
tim ore & Ohio and its connecting lino* 
have discrim inated in favor of the 
U niversity Portland Cem ent com pany 
by giving It rates som etim es 40 to 60 
cents lower than that given the Al­ 
pha for the sam e service into terri­ 
tories w here the latter was trying to 
do business. 
“The United States Steel corpora 
tion 
practically dom inates the rail 
ways of this country,’ said Mr. P ark er 
in opening his case, “and its trem en ­ 
dous 
influences 
have enabled the 
Universal Portland Cem ent company, 
which is owned entirely by the steel 
corporation, to obtain m ore favorable 
rates than can be had by its com peti­ 
tor, the Alpha Portland Cem ent com­ 
pany. We charge unjust discrim ina­ 
tion." 
President A. F. Oerstell, of the Al­ 
pha Portland Cement com pany, testi­ 
fied that the favored rate s have re­ 
sulted in inc reusing the production of 
the Universal Portland Cement cora­ 
lla ny at an abnormal rate and have 
enabled the Universal concern to of­ 
fer cem ent at tim es for 50 cents a 
barrel. He estim ated the capital in­ 
vested in the cem ent Industry in the 
United 
States at $150,000,000. 
The 
Universial company, he said, had sav­ 
ed m ore than halt a million dollars by 
its special freight rate. 
General Man 
ager Gallagher, of the Baltim ore & 
Ohio, Mr. Clerstell testified, had prom­ 
ised to give the Alpha com pany a fair 
rate. and instead of raising th e rate 
on the Universal com pany lowered It 
so the difference was still greater. 
The Alpha Portland C em ent com­ 
pany m ust ship a large part of Its 
output over the lines of the Morgan­ 
town A Kingwood Railroad company, 
a short line which connects with the 
Baltimore A Ohio. One of the defend 
ants, Its general m anager, Charles F 
Sutherland, was called by the com­ 
plainant to testify. 
“ I think the influence of the United 
States Steel corporation had much to 
do with fixing the rates which favored 
th# Universal Cement com pany.” he 
said 
“The Morgantown A Kingwood 
is fighting for Its existence against 
the Baltimore & Ohio, which has it so 
that the road must pay w hatever con 
beefing charges may be Imjiosed.”

IN EL PASO 


ftutleta From 8cene of Conflict Sweep 


Texas City and Several Persona Are 


K illed— Many Dead and Wounded In 


Juarez. 


El Paso, Tex., May 9.—Several hun­ 
dred irisurreefos effected a lodgment 
ti* the long besieged Mexican border 
l>wn of Ciudad Juarez, opposite El 
I ase*. They held the Mexican ends of 
the two international bridges and ad­ 
vanced Into the heart of the town. 
Taro in su rre c t 
columns were ad­ 
vancing upon the place from other 
directions, hut were suddenly halted 
after their ranks had been swept by 
a heavy artillery Are from the federal 
defenders of Juarez. 
It is reported that General Navarro 
la wounded. 
The insiirrectos have control of both 
bridges leading from Juarez to the 
United States. 
The federal artillery has fired sev­ 
eral explosive shells into the foothills 
surrounding Juarez 
The insurrecto 
detachm ent, which has come up along 
the river bank, is firing only inter­ 
mittently. 
Pierce fighting is in pro­ 
gress in the town. 
Earlier in the day rebel banda, de­ 
fying the orders of General Madero, 
drove the federal outposts back into 
the city. In the fighting which fol­ 
lowed bullets fell in El Paso streets, 
wounding three men, one of them fa­ 
tally. 
The insurrecto* have taken all the 
custom house but one, all bridges and 
the bullring The streets in Juarez are 
said to Ire covered 
with dead and 
wounded. 
The United States custom 
house bas been hit by bullets several 
times. The casualties on the American 
side of the line thus far are reported 
to be four killed and nine wounded. 
Six 
hundred 
insurrectos hold the 
Mexican end of 
both 
international 
bridges and 300 had taken the first 
houses In the west end of Juarex Im­ 
mediately the 300 insurrect tot moved 
up Into Juarez, up Juarez avenue from 
one of the international bridges. The 
federal* began to fall back into the 
custom house, from which they could 
command the avenue in which the 
rebel* were approaching. The rebels 
were then In the city proper. 
The 
fighting 
inside the town of 
Juarez was lively and at least 200 
shots a minute wese being fired Two 
long lines of Insurrectos, part of the 
main 
command, began to approach 
from the direction of the insurrecto 
camp. The Juarez artillery opened and 
began shelling the 
mountains and 
draws in the 
direction of 
the ap­ 
proaching Insurrectos. Explosive shells 
were used 
The 
cannonading shook El Paso. 
Every building in town has had the 
roof.covered throughout the day with 
spectators and long distance telephone 
messages have been received from out 
of town people asking aa to the pros­ 
pects of the continuation of the fight 
so excursionists can come in. 


Many Shot on Am erican Soil. 
Bullets flew in all parts of El Paso 
from the guns of the two contending 
arm ies, and several men were kill­ 
ed on the American side of the river, 
while numerous people were wounded 
and a score of El Paso houses were 
hit by flying bullets. Bullets fell lo 
the business section of the town, and 
passing over the business section, they 
fell In other sections also. 
Antonio Garcia was killed by a bul­ 
let that struck him In the head while 
he was watching the fight near the 
river bank south of the Union atatlon. 
Mrs. Joe Moorehead, Edmund Hea­ 
ton, Louts Villalobos and Glenn Chees- 
man are among the known wounded ob 
the El Paso bank of the river. 
Bullets ft ruck the federal building, 
Houck A- Dieter's store on 8an Fren- 
cis* o street, breaking a window; a 
residence next door to the Elks’ club, 
Kl Paso, aad 
South*western 
office 
hulloing, the City National bank, the 
postoffice and other buildings in the 
heart of the city; also in all parts of 
the town distant more than a mile 
from the scene of the fighting and in 
some cases IOO feet or more above the 
level of the valley. 
Colonel C. Z. Steever, commanding 
the American forces at El Paso, sent 
a note of protest to General Navarro, 
commanding the Mexican forces, pro­ 
testing against shots being fired to­ 
ward the American side. He also pro­ 
tested to Madero. 
Ex-Chief of Detec­ 
tives Billie Smith, a British subject, 
took the official note to General Na 
varro, carrying with him an Ameri­ 
can flag and a white flag of truce. 
It was learned that General Navar­ 
ro before the fight was under way filed 
a protest with the American consul 
sgalnst "firing on federal troops from 
the American side.” It was not pre­ 
viously known that any one had re­ 
ported any firing done from the Amer­ 
ican side. 
The federals used cannons on the 
insurrectos and blew one bunch of In- 
surrectos into eternity with a well 
directed shot against an adobe bouse. 


Diaz Resignation Meant Nothing. 
The insurrectos did not attem pt to 
use their cannon. 
Madero declared 
steadfastly that he was satisfied with 
the Diaz letter regarding hie resigns-

NO FAITH IN DIAZ 


Hie Promise to Resign Presidency Not 
Taken Seriously. 
W ashington, May 9 —Officers of the 
United States government were dis 
appointed when they learned the fie 
tails of President Diaz's promise to 
resign. When the brief bulletins of 
bis intention to give up office were re 
reived here 
government authorities 
were confident that bis voluntary re 
tirem ent wouid tend to clear up the 
situation. 
* 
When it was learned, however, from 
the more complete account of the Dias 
m anifesto that the aged president'* 
resignation was not only conditional 
upon the re-establishm ent of peace, 
but was also not subm itted only when 
Diaz himself was satisfied that per­ 
manent peaee prevailed, the United 
States officials Is** amt* less optimistic. 
Under such conditions It was said that 
President Diaz's intention to resign 
am ounts to nothing more than an in­ 
definite promise, made apparently for 
the purpose of throwing the responsi 
bilify for a eontinuam-e of the revolu 
lion upon teh insurgents.

Elmira. N. Y„ May 9.—The Lehigh 
Valley train from ltha<a to Elmira 
was ditched two miles north of Horse 
heads. The passenger coaches are ly­ 
ing on their sides. Three passengers 
on the wrecked train were brought to 
Elmira. They are badly hurt and may 
die. 
Seventeen others are reported 
injured.

RAISING HOTHOUSE LAMBS. 


ihteraatirtg Experience of a Shepherd 
With Croat Brod Shcop. 
For our first venture in breeding hot­ 
house lambs we bought ten Dorset 
ewes and a buck, writes a Maine farm­ 
er I ii Hie New England Homestead. As 
these sheep were quite costly, we sup­ 
plemented them with a flock ofShrop 
shire ewes, crossing these with the 
Dorset buck aud reserving the ewe 
lambs for breeders, continuing this 
practice until we had a flock of pure 
bred and high grade sheep sufficient 
for our wants. IV#* disposed of all the 
Shropshire ewes and the half bloods. 
as they were not sure enough early 
breeders. 
To show that it was not nil smooth 
soiling we will mention that nine of 
the Dorset ewes of our first flock. 
from one cause or another, sometimes 
seemingly from no cause at all, .died 
natural deaths. The tenth one lived to 
be old and was s o l d with ii nice lamb 
by her side. 
In the light of subse 
quent events we concluded she was a 
grade, although she came to us with 
registry papers apparently all c#>rr«*et,
